The financial status of the Town is presented on the 
Balance Sheet and comments regarding the various items there- 
on, are as follows: 


Cash ($7489.45) 


The cash balance at the close of the year was on de- 
posit the Thomaston National Bank and was verified from the. 
bank statement of January 25, 1952.

This account represents the amount due from the State 
of Maine for charitable expenditures for state poor for which 
the town has not been reimbursed and one miscellaneous item 
of .82 cents. 


Taxes Receivable ($699.21) 


The records of the Tax Collector were examined and 
the warrant of commitment after an adjustment of .95 cents was 
in agreement with the Assessors records. 


The commitment was accounted for by cash collections 
of $17802.14: abatements of $79.44: tax liens of $87.00 an adjust- 
ment of .95: due from Collector .82 and uncollected taxes of 
$488.35 as reflected on the records of the Tax Collector. The 
balance due for previous years is $210.86.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Cushing: 


I am submitting my annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The schools have had the good fortune to keep 
the services of their three good teachers. They have 
done their usual good quality of work. Results have 
been better than those secured by some towns which 
have more equipment and pay better salaries. 


One of our summer residents, Dr. George Paine, 
has been instrumental in securing a sum of money and 
library books for the Pleasant Point School. This a- 
ward comes from the Save The Children Federation. 
The citizens of the community have agreed to match 
the amount that the Foundation has donated. It is 
planned to purchase library books and other needed 
equipment for the school. All of this material can 
be used if the town ever decides to build a central 
school building. 


The School Committee has been active in study- 
ing the problem of a new school building for the town. 
Their findings are being submitted to you in a separate 
report. An oil burning heater has been installed at 
the Longfellow School. All three buildings now have 
oil heat. The school houses need many expensive re- 
pairs. This item of expense will increase as the build- 
ings get older.
